completed—that is until laws for the 
government of the Islands under the 
new relation had been enacted at 
Washington.: Within a fortnight fee 
had expressed the. purpose of depart- 
ng from the Executive Building at the 
end of this monta.

Police Department for more than six 
years and his work here tells for it- 
self. He has been the attorney in chief 
for tho people throughout the whoie 
group and has been a most successful 
prosecutor. 


The Attorney General was asked why 


he resigned. 
Mr. Smith replied that while he had 


contemplated retiring from office for 
some time, and in fact -his resignation 
had been in the hands of President 
Dole since last August, that his retir- 
ing .abruptly,at this time was due to 
an unfortunate tandftton of affairs 
which had arisen among the members 
of the Executive Council. 


The unwarranted attack -which had 


been publicly made upon himself and 
other members of the Council by an- 
other member, was so unjust that 
under tbe circumstances he deemed

He was also asked if he had the pow- 


er, under existing conditions, to ap- 
point an .Attorney General He said 
that he had instructions from Washing- 
ton to nil any vacancies in the event 
of death or resignation. 
In ail ot Mr. Smith's labors he has 


been earnest and indefatigable.- He has 
brought the Board of Health to a re- 
markably comprehensive and efficient 
standard. If it is possible,to say that 
such a tremendous and intelligent 
worker will be missed more in one 
place than in any other, it can be said 
that the heaviest toss fans on the 
Board of Health., He has had the 
deepest sense of the responsibilities, 
which his Cabinet position carried and 
has not- been content to depend upon 
office work wholly. He has not been 
above walking or driving about all 
parts of Honolulu and suburbs -and by 
personal visits he is the best known 
Cabinet officer in the other Islands. His 
energy has been no less marvelous 
than his insight into the future and he 
has been a constant advocate of the 
construction of roads everywhere and 
the opening of wild lands for settle- 
ment. In all things he has been able 
to maintain a happy medium. While 
called agpiesslve and while acknowl- 
edged as a positive identity, he has al- 
ways been considered safe and entirely 
careful. That Mr. Smitn loves his 
country is but natural He has planned 
for its future and he has put his 
shoulder to the wheel in efforts for its 
best interests at all times. A pleasant 
gentleman in private life, as a Cabinet 
Minister he has always been approach- 
able; Decision WAS a marked point In 
his Tork of administration. He had a 
good legal training—has a good legal 
mind .and is rapid In reaching conclu- 
sions. 


W.. O. Smith was one of the active 


men in aefendlng the country-in 1893. 
He assisted materially in the forma- 
tion of th« Provisional Government 
and wfcs firm and courageous in all the 
trying situation* of 1S9S-4. There 
were many dark days when the best of 
them were punted, but Mr. Smith was 
one of tb« few nwo always standing 
by the guns uncompromisingly. Mr. 
Smith could be the diplomat on occa- 
sion, for It was *« more than any other 
man who handled numerous local as- 
saults upon the Provisional Govern- 
ment, 


In the uprising of 1898, tbe elements 


of leadership in Mr. Smith were 
brought out. He *p«ot his time be- 
tween the eapitol onlldingmnd the po- 
lice station, though frequently In the 
fl«ld during the day* of shooting, H* 
wa* *Jwa.ya IB demand for advice arxi 
be labored teceMtntly night and day 
till the disttrrbancft WM concluded.

duties. He is, probably tie best posted 
man in the Islands on the subjects of 
quarantine, 'income tax, liquor licenses 
and taxation and tariff in general. As 
a Cabinet Minister'Mr. Smith has been 
.whole-hearted in 'his work. His down- 
town office, carrying several trusts and 
the management of a number of es- 
tates, he placed in. other hands. He de- 
Voted all of his time to his duties as 
President of the Board of Health, At- 
torney General and head of the Police 
Department. He speaks and reads and 
writes Hawaiian readily and correctly. 
This has been of great use to him in 
his officer in the way of dealing with 
the policeofficers and the district mag- 
istrates^ In the outside districts and to 
dealing with the natives in heaKli mat- 
ters. He1 took the helm during the chol- 
era visitation and remained on duty 
day and night till the plague Was driv- 
en from the shores. 


The question of: a successor to Mr. 


Smith comes np at once. There had 
been talk some time ago of Judge 
Cooper leaving the Foreign Office to be- 
come Attorney General on the retire- 
ment of Mr. Bmlth^rjAnother plan, 
broached .was to offer" 'the Attonfey 
Generalship to A. G. M. Robertson. The 
names of Deputy Attorney General 
Dole and Marshal Brown for the At- 
torney Generalship have been men- 
tioned. It is supposed that President 
Dole and the remainder of the Cabinet 
will announce a successor in a few 


Mr. Smith has enjoyed the 'highest 


esteem of all the numerous men who 
have reported to him directly and In- 
directly during tbe past six years. 
These, with those who saw that tbe one 
who has been regarded as tbe strong- 
est man in the Cabinet was leaving it, 
said yesterday that it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to replace him in the 
public service. It was thought on 
Monday, after the appearance in this 
•paper of an interview with Mr. Smith, 
that a Cabinet crisis was imminent. As 
Mr. Smtth had often of late declared 
that fce would retire at the first oppor-

Sir:—I have the honor herein to pre- 


sent the following report of conditions 
developed during the past five months, 
as found in the course of my duties as 
Inspector of Immigrants. 
The period covered began August 1st, 


and ends December 31, 1898. In 


due order I have; visited and Inspected 
the plantations on the Islands of 
Kaoai. Oahu, Maul and Hawaii, and 
made separate reports to you of those 
trips entering into each detail as 
seemed to me then advisable. 


Three visits of investigation have 


been made to Oahu Plantation and one 
to Pioneer Mfll Co., at Lahaina to ar- 
rive at the facts in regard to reported, 
abuses. These .visits have also been 
duly and exhaustively reported to yon. 


I have understood,! the end aimed at 
in the Inspection duties of my office, to 
be the amelioration of possible, wrong- 
ful and harmful condition* of contract 
labor, due regard, being paid to Justice 
and the Interests and rights of em- 
ployers. This object;faas determined 
my actions, and wherfr.a- plain point- 
ing out of defects, and abuses and po- 
lite request for abatement has met with 
prompt 
acquiescence, I have .. not 
thought it necessary to be" more severe. 


The laborers' quarters as to Ventila- 


tion, cubic air space, drainage and gen- 
eral sanitary surroundings have been 
carefully examined and the necessary 
steps taken to remedy existing defects; 
1 have made It a point to cajefirtly 


question disinterested parties, who by 


thetic but will be marked by a lower 
death and sickness rate. 


2d, as to treatment: There exists ia 
the public mind an impression that 
most managers and their subordinate 
overseers are simply slave drivers »ad 
•brutal in their relations to the contract 
laborers. In general -I have not found 
it BO. My experience, which has been 
extended and intimate, leads me to the 
conclusion that the brutal luna is the 
exception, that the provocations to dis- 
plays of temper are great and numer- 
ous and that only a self-controlled man 
can make a successful overseer. I have 
found that when complaints are made 
of ill treatment and are true, the lab- 
orer often has been as much to blame 
as the luna. I do not mean to excuse 
the luna from his unlicensed action, 
but I do say that I have never kntnrsa 
an inoffensive man abused. -'Whatever 
has been the policy in the pastat pres- 
ent strict' injunctions are laid ; upon 
those in authority to refrain enttaefir 
from, forcible, means of compulsion 
under penalty of censure and discharge. 
So far has this had its effect that ex- 
cept on a few plantations even- recourse 
to the courts is seldom allowed. I am 
now speaking.of the majority; tfceie 
are some places where desertions be- 
cause of dissatisf action, ;are^SflimerouB 
and these have had my attention; I be- 
lieve, with good results. In answer to 
the question "What means do you 
to control your laborers outside of the 
appeal to the Courts?" the interviewed 
in all cases without exception has ac- 
knowledged the same means, viz: the 
system of arbitrary fines, otherwise' 
called the "docking system." This sys- 
tem has been fruitful of complaints and 
strikes. The position from the em- 
ployer's standpoint seems .not tmreaa- 
• 


enable, but when the power of flnfcwr, 
t>y deduction of one quarter or one tott 
or a whole day's wages, is left to &t» 
discretion of a luna in the field, the 
abuse of such power is "bound to follow.

Under conditions 
such as necessarily attend the collec-

strictest regulations and absolute 'pow- 
ers of execution can overcome the nat- 
ural tendencies and habits of a cheap 
abor class. 


The matter .becomes simple and 


means efficacious only when a settled 
system of procedure suited to each lo- 
cality Is decided upon. 


Constant authoritative inspections 


and a detail whose sole business shall 
be to remove and care for refuse and 
attend to other matters of cleanliness 
is necessary and I am glad to say on 
many plantations, this methodical sys- 
:em is in active operation with the 
happiest results. 


In most cases I have found ample liv- 


ing room, but what might be called the 
gregarious disposition of this class 
cause them to crowd together In what 
we would consider inadequate space, 
though ample acommodations were 
supplied and available. A deeply rooted 
dlslue for & current of air in their 
sleeping quarters results in an active 
antagonism to ventilation and every 
crack and cranny is calked as far as 
possible. 1 have tried not to be hyper- 
rltical. I have not looked for cleanli- 
ness in a pig pen and I have pot found 
f in a close room inhabited by six to 
Igbt Chinamen voluntarily huddled to- 
gether, and I hare not always placed 
be blame upon tbe management for 
an intentionally dammed drain reta]ti- 
ng a mass of flHh. Tbe»e vile coDdi- 
lons. I have fcwnd, are at times tb« 
act even on MJ» be»t regulated and 
most carefully and liberally managed 
•lanUtioM. I mu*t say tbe physical 
ystems of these people *u»em to have 
accommodated themselves to tbe»e

In regard to plantation labor troubles 


Mr. Taylor has the following to report 
to the Minister of the Interior: 


Acting upon your instructions, I left 


Honolulu on June 17 for Maul to in- 
vestigate certain troubles among Chi- 
nese contract laborers at Wailukn 
plantation, taking with me both Jap- 
anese and Chinese interpreters. 


The trouble here was among the 


Manchurian laborers, and arose more 
out of a misunderstanding than any- 
thing else. Their, dialect was the prin- 
cipal cause. I was also at Spreckete- 
Yille plantation to find out why so 
many laborers had deserted. Within a 
very short time one, hundred and twen- 
ty-three men had deserted, who were 
under contract to the Quong Fung and 
Sam Sing Companies. Since my visit 
less desertions have taken place. On 
the 22d of June, I .was at Honokaa in- 
vestigating the desertions and com- 
plaints at the plantations between 
there'and Hilo. During the first six 
months of the year tbe desertions of 82 
Chinese and 388 Japanese had been re- 
ported. 
_ 


There were 178 desertions from one 


plantation atone. When the .potiee 
caught deserters from this plantation 
they would notify the manager, but he 
would tell them 'be did not want the 
men back. This action had a decidedly 
bad effect and is more the reason for 
the wholesale desertions throughout 
the Hamakua district The manager 
said he got redress from the Immigra- 
tion Company Importing the men so he 
did not lose anything. The manager 
of the Kum&moto •Immigration Com- 
pany informed me that the desertions 
of Japanese brought her.e by his com- 
pany had already been a loss to them 
of over 13,700, and desertions were toe- 
ing reported by every mail. Since 
April 1st, the Japanese Government 
lias allowed the Immigration Compa- 
nies to exact a monetary bond 
from 


each laborer before leaving Japan, suf- 
ficient to cover tbe amount of the pas- 
sage money, «nd on the evt-nt of de- 
sertion the Immigration Cpmpany con- 
fiscates the money deposited.

The Secretary re- 
ceived him very 'cordially, stating that 
he was ready for immediate considera- 
tion of the matter. In the meantime 
Mr. Robertson made the acquaintance 
of Solicitor General Richards, to whom 
he submitted an argument. Soon after- 
ward the opinion was handed down, 
the text of which has been published in 
the Advertiser. 


In speaking of the attitude of Con- 


gress toward th« Island* Mr. Robert- 
son taid t&at he thought the introduc- 
tion of Asiatic laborers was making 
our enemies stronger and our friends 
weaker. Legislation on Hawaii was 
crowded out. Matters of more pres- 
sing Importance were dealt with. The 
preponderating question was the Phil- 
ippines.
